of the Kings two younger brothers Awrelius and 
ter , the one — Ambroſeus , the other

great hoſtilitie : 1n ſo much thathee was no way

great diſtreſſe,-retyring himſelfe ro Canterbury, 
newes was brought 'him of theer great ſhips 
full of Ammunition and armed men, landed in 
the Ifle of Teret - at firſt hee feared thar they 
were the late Kings brothers, Ambroſe and Yter, 
who came to lay claime tothe Kingdome, but 
finding them to beſtrangers : hee ſent to know 
of what Nation they were : and the purpoſe of 
their landing > Who returned him anſwer that 
they were Saxons , ſo called of a Province in 
Germany, who came to ſeek adventures abroad, 
and ſince fortune had brought them into this 
Land, they beſought him to receive them into 
ſervice , as being both ready and able to be 
his faithfull ſouldiers, and to fight for him in 
the defence of his Country againſt all forreigne 
invaders? and their Captaines were two bro- 
thers, Hengiſt and Horſas. | 

The King inregard of his preſent neceſſirie, * 
which much moved him to correſpondencie. 
was exceeding glad of their liberall proffer, and 
accepted of them, /yer ſorry that they were

dy, andthathee mightenjoy her, gave toher 
Father the Dukedome or Province of Kext, 
though Garagonus, then Lord thereof, with 
divers Other of the Briti/ Peeres,thereat much 
grudged. . 

For which, and many other honours and re- 
venues conferred upon the Saxons, as allo that 
hee lefr his owne Chriſtian Conſort, co marry 
with an Infidel,and that Hexgiſt had ſent for his 
ſonne o&ato come over with a freſh ſupply of 
his Countrymen : The Lords of Britaine con- 
{idering what dangers were like to fall upon the 
Land, aſſembled themſelves, and comming to 
the King , laid opento him the inconvenience 
and perill which was likely to fall both upon 
himſelfe and the Kingdome, by the multitnde 
and ſtrengrh of rheſe ſtrangers , humbly be- 
ſeeching him for their generall ſecurigie , to ba- 
mſh them all or the greateſt part Sf them the 
Land.Þut the King'\was deaf of that eare, for the 
Saxons wereinſuch favour with him, by reaſon
